Non-Major Component Units: 
 
Missouri Development Finance Board – Accounts for moneys from bond proceeds, gifts, and grants to make loans 
for industrial development. 
 
Missouri Agricultural and Small Business Development Authority – Accounts for moneys from bond proceeds, 
gifts, and grants to make loans for property acquisitions/renovations and pollution control facilities. 
 
Missouri Transportation Finance Corporation – Accounts for moneys from federal, state or local sources, and 
from bond proceeds to be used for projects approved by the Missouri Highways and Transportation Commission. 
 
Missouri Wine and Grape Board – Accounts for moneys derived from the privilege of selling wine to be used for 
marketing development in developing programs for growing, selling, and marketing of grape products grown in 
Missouri.
